Wearing the same chalk-striped 
gray suit he donned for the trial 
opening day, Campbell made an 
unsworn plea for acquittal. 

““My conscience is clear. I am 
satisfied before God that I am 
innocent,” Campbell told jurors. 
He denied sol. Gen. Roy Leathers’ 
contention that he went gunning 
for the man he admittedly shot 
down in front of a drive-in, Mom's 
Place, six miles south of Conyers. 

He related that Edwards and 
Womack “cursed and Galled Mrs. 
Campbell a string of vile names,” 
in an earlier encounter on the 
highway. 

Campbell admitted striking Wo- 
mack with the gun which killed 
Edwards, but insisted he was 
“afraid for his life’ and defended 
himself. Actual pulling of the 
trigger he termed a “reflex 
action.” 

He told jurors, “I did what any 
of you would have done under the 
circumstances.” 

Leathers, long-time friend of 
Campbell, told the jury prosecu- 
tion of Campbell was “the most 
painful duty I’ve been called upon 
to perform dn my 14 years as 
your solicitor.” 

He insisted Campbell's actions 
“had every element of murder.” 

Campbell’s=Glonde wife, Mar- 
garet, wearing a brown two-piece 
suit, an aqua blouse, occasionally 
closed her eyes in apparent wear'i- 
ness as she sat through yester- 
day’s trial.

Will Truman Run Again? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman's well-wishers are apparently determined to make him a can- 
didate for a third term whether he wants to be or not. Although the nominating conventions are still 
more than two years off, the third-term ballyhoo has already started and is now pretty much out in 


the open. 

Mostly it has come from sources closely iden- 
tified with the Administration, but. occasionally 
it bobs up from the outside. The latest incident 
occurred during the past week after a White 
House call on the President by George Luckey, 
wealthy California cattleman and vice chairman 
-of the California Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee. 

Upon leaving the White House Mr. Luckey 
made the unqualified prediction that the Presi- 
dent will run for another term and would be 
elected. “He’s my boy,” said Luckey. “I am 
all for him.” 

The Californian, a staunch supporter of Mr. 
Truman in the 1948 preconvention campaign, /eft 
some confusion about the President’s attitude. 
Reporters first understood him to say the Presi- 
dent had told him “maybe so,” after he had 
urged him to run. Later, however, when he was 
pinned down at his hotel for more details, Luckey 
insisted he had not asked the President to run 
and therefore no such remark had been made. 
He wound up by saying politics, either state 
or national, had not been discussed with Mr. 
Truman. z 


The interesting thing about it all is that 
another prominent politice has joined the 


Every President, whether he is serving his 
uent term, is subjected to pres- 
around him to continue on in 


same forces usually apply in a state — 


administration where a governor is not restricted 
by constitutional provision to a single term. Job- 
holders look on continuity of office as the main 
insurance against losing their jobs. They might 
lose out if another executive came in. 


In justice to Mr. Truman, it may be said, 
however, that he has déne nothing outwardly to 
encourage the third term boom. If he is toying 
with the idea of running for re-electionyhe has 
said nothing to indicate it. On the céntrary, 
most of the statements attributed to him on the 
subject have been in the opposite direction. 

For example, when the Truman special train 
was returning to Washington from Missouri, just 
after the 1948 election, an authorized spokesman 
—one of the President’s’ secretaries—told réport- 
ers more or less emphatically that Mr. Truman 
was not interested in another term. The impres- 
sion was given somewhat distinctly that the 
President had reached a final decision in the 
matter. There have been other statements in a 
Similar vein. 

Lately some of those closely associated with 
the White House have been saying they do not 
know what the President's attitude will be in 
1952. They express doubt that Mr. Truman him- 
self knows what he is likely to do. The latter 
Statement is made on the theory that events 
sometimes shape a man’s ultimate decision. 

_ While it is far too early to make any sort of a 

firm appraisal of events as they will exist two 
years from now, the best judgment of informed 
and seasoned observers in Washington at the 
moment is that Mr. Truman will not be a can- 
didate to succeed himself. At least, it is as- 
sumed that his present inclination is that way. 
If he were a younger man the temptation to 
carry on might be greater. But he will be 68 
at the expiration of his present term and at that 
age a man usually does not have ambitions to

I bought a paper before I got on the train 
and after I was sure my bag was on and had 
got comfortably seated, I read it as I always 
do—the front page—the editorials gnd opposite editorial page— 
comics—and sports. -_ 
The first name that hit me on the sports page was in a headline. 
It read, “Ki Ki Cuyler Dies of Heart Attack.” It said he was 50 
years old and had suffered a previous attack while out fishing. 


He had come from the hospital ‘greatly improved, but had suf- 


fered another attack and died on the way back to the hospital. 


I was in one of those roomettes, so it was ible 
Memory to be really alone. I sat there looking Set Gh the 
darkness of a cloudy, wet day come slowly over the Illinois 
landscape, of cornfields with the old stalks flat in the puddles 
or leaning in the many directions the wind had pushed them: 
at the clumps of dark trees and the farm houses, cold and 
lonely looking in the gathering gloom, with the wind catching 
the smoke from their chimneys and whipping it away so that it 
was flat, like streamers of some dark gossamer stuff, hurrying 
with the blast. My mind registered all that, but I really was 
thinking about a young sports writer leaning from an old wooden 
coop atop a grandstand at Nashville, Tenn., with the acrid fumes 
of the always-burning city dump adjacent to the park, in my 
nose, watching a center fielder run far back for a ball, deep 
hit, and white against a hot Summer sky, and the right and left 
fielders curving in for the relay to try to hold a runner from

Grace Whenever I think of that outfield I always think of 

waterbugs darting and curving on the still surface of a 
pond. They had all the speed and grace, the pivoting, the ara- 
besques, the effortless movement of the bugs. They had some- 
thing else, too, that was better. They had the ability to run to 
the uttermost ends of the park and leap high in the air with 
gloved-hand upreached, so that the white ball and the glove 
would become one and the dark glove would devour the ball, 
and the outfielder would come down again to earth and the 
crowd would be screaming its approval. Once I saw them throw 
dollar bills onto the field after such a catch. 


Ki Ki That centerfielder was Hazen (Ki Ki) Cuyler. That was 

1923. He was 23 years old then and, as they say, on the 
way up. In right field was Lance Richbourg and in left was Bevo 
LeBourveau, with the Gallic temperament and zest for life. It 
was, I think, the best outfield that ever played in the minor 
leagues. It was together just that one year. It fitted together as 
gears mesh. It had great speed and skill and an intense desire 
to do well. Ahead of them were the big leagues. ‘ So, they 
covered the outfield so well and with such speed and accuracy, 
that few balls got by them for base hits. A fly ball to that out- 
field almost had to go on over the fence to succeed. Within the 


fence theiy grasping gloves took them in. 
Steal That young sports writer was YT. Chance had taken me 
from cubbing in politics to sports. I went with re- 
luctance, but that ended when.I saw Ki Ki Cuyler and Richbourg 
and LeBourveau run and hit. Cuyler stole 68 bases that year. 
I can see him yet, slim and poised. He took his lead curiously. 
He stood with his back to second base and his face toward first. 
He could watch the first baseman and pitcher. The first base- 
man, of course, would be the first to reveal when he was to get 
a throw. Cuyler was intelligent. He used to laugh about how 
the various first basemen all had some way to “tell him,” un- 
consciou$ly, of course, when the throw was coming. He would 
stand there with a good lead and, when the time seemed right, 
pivot on either foot and fling himself toward second, going in 
with a fall-away hook slide. Man, it was good to see. It was 
wonderful and it brought the crowd up as much as his running 
far back and going up into the air and coming down with the 
ball. They all “went up.” Cuyler did the best of all. Richbourg 
might have done as well, but he broke a leg sliding to third late 
that year, and the leg hobbled his chances. But Cuyler was a 
major league star with a life-time batting average of more than 
300. He was my first hero. On road trips I would sit and talk 
with him for hours. I must have bored him, but he was always 
patient. At the end of the year they gave him a car—the Gardner 
car—for being elected the most valuable player in the league. It 
was a publicity stunt by the makers of the car.

Over the drawers green 
trousers of cotton, closely woven to keep out 
the wind.

He is a trifle cockeyed and more than 
a trifle wry-necked, but he can run. 


They are so keen about Your Host in California that I finally 
turned to a real expert, named Eddie Arcaro. 


“Yes,” Arcaro said, “Your Host is fast. I ought to know. 
I’ve been looking at his rear end often enough. But what's 
he been beating? What horse has pulled alongside and leoked 
him in the eye? Now, if he had been whipping Theory. 
Middleground, Hill Prince or Oil Capitol, that would be some- 
thing different. I’m not sure Your Hést will win the Santa 
Anita Derby if some other horse will only move alongside. 
I can be all wrong here. I know he’s fast but Californians 
have been looking for another Kentucky Derby winner so 
long they may be dreaming a little. 


“Here’s what I’m going by. I chased Your Host home on a 4 
horse named Great Circle. We closed some ground. But Great 
Circle doesn’t belong on the same track ‘with Middleground, Hill 
Prince and others. I’ve seen them run. I know what they can 
do. Nobody knows what Your Host can do against tough com- 
petition. Even if he wins the Derby here that won’t prove he is 
going to pick,up another $100,000 at Churchill Downs in May. 
No Santa Anita Derby winner has ever bagged the blue grass show.” 

7 “How would you rate Middleground, Hill 
Can't Rate Em Prince, Theory and Oil Capitol?” I asked. 
“I couldn't rate ‘em,’ was Eddie’s reply. I haven’t seen them run 
as three-year-olds. But I can tell you this—Hill Prince, Theory 
and Middleground look to be three great prospects. They can all 
run-and I believe they can all stick. I don’t know much about Oil 
Capitol, but they tell me he is better than good. If these feur 
keep in shape, with the others that come along, this 1950 Derby in 
Louisville will be a great one. And maybe I’m wrong about Your 
Host. I just want te see him hooked up with a real runner.” 


: Arcaro is now 34 years old. He never

people on the borderline between 
normality and mental iliness who 
are kept from giving way to anti- 
social urges by the fear of being 
punished. But psychiatrists today 
believe that for the type of person 
they call “criminotic” (by whom 
most crimes are committed) pun- 
ishment is actually an incentive to 
crime rather than the reverse. For 
such people have a morbid crav- 
ing to be made to suffer and are 
spurred to new offenses by the 
knowledge that they will be pun- 
ished for them, 


Is there any simple definition 
of insanity? 


Answer: Perhaps none that is 
completely satisfying from a scien- 
tific standpoint. But a brilliant 
teacher of mine once described an 
insane person as “someone who 
knows things that nobody else 
knows’—that is, whose idea of 
what is so and what is not so dif- 
fers from that of the rest of the 
world.

A slim, willowy waist is a joy forever ... or as long 
as you keep it.

Movement: Pulling up strong- 
ly with the abdominal muscles, 
bend slowly to the right. Make 
it smooth, and keep bending un- 
til the elbow is in line with the 
waist region, Back to position, 
pull up again with middle mus- 
cles and bend to the other side. 
Four times will be enough if 
you're rusty on exercise. Bend 
smack at the waist—don’'t let 
hips jut out to the side. 

Before going on with the 
waistliners, swing alternate 
arms backward in wide, slow cir- 
cles, getting lift through the rib- 
cage. This stirs up circulation 
generally and _ prevents. the 
shoulders from becoming tense.

KANSAS CITY — No South- 
erner would be surprised to 
know that barbecued chicken 
would certainly be an All-Amer- 
ican favorite. 

In a premiere showing of a 
new film strip we saw many 
new twists to the usual methods 
of poultry cooking. One in par- 
ticular caught my fancy, barbe- 
cued broiled chicken. To those 
of us who are apartment dwellers 
or who do not have outdoor 
grills, this is a mighty handy 
recipe to have. 

Broilers and -fryers, in other 
words, 2% to 4-pound birds, are 
not only very, very plentiful 
now, but also unusually good 
meat buys. Perhaps you'll want 
to buy some and try this. recipe 
Sunday. You can make the 
sauce on Saturday if you wish. 


BARBECUED BROILED 
CHICKEN 


Use only young tender chick- 
en for broiling. The popular size 
is about 2% pounds. Follow 
range directions for use of the 
broiler. 

1. Use chickens split in half 
lengthwise for broiling. Break 
drumstick, hip and wing joints 
to keep bird flat during broil- 
ing. Allow % chicken per per- 
son, then don’t serve too much 
other food. Let them feast on 
this main dish. 

2. Skewer wing and leg to 
body to make a compact flat 
piece of the chicken. | 

3. Place chicken directly on 
broiler pan (NOT RACK). Brush 
with melted fat and then place 
skin side down. 

4. Place in broiler five to 
seven inches under heat source. 
Chicken should be broiled slow- 
ly. Regulate heat or pan posi- 
tion so that chicken just begins 
to brown lightly in 10 minutes. 

5. Spoon barbecue sauce over 
chicken. Turn and cover with 
sauce two or three times during 
cooking. Total cooking time 
varies from 35 to 50 minutes. 
Warning: This sauce browns 
rapidly, so watch it closely. 

6. Test for Honeness: The chick- 
en is done when meat on the 
thickest part of the drumstick 
cuts easily and there is no pink 
color visible. 

7. Serve with pan drippings 
poured over chicken. 

8. If giblets are served with 
broiled chicken, coat the liver 
and precooked heart and giz- 
zard with faf, season and broil 
just long enough to brown.
